m a r q u e t t e (AP)— Calling 
ior a physically and economic- 
ally ^nitfd Michican, third-term 
Gov. Geoffe Romney was inau- 
gurated for the sixth time today 
in an Upper Peninsula cere- 
mony that hns become a tradi- 
tion of his administration. 


Although oMcially inaugurat- 
•d in Lansing on Jan. 2, Rom- 
ney, his wife Lencre, and other 
state officials flew to Marquette 
on the chilly shores of Lake 
Superior for his third UP inau- 
guration. 


In a speech to be delivered at 
Northern Michigan University's 
S,290>seat fieldhouse, Romney 
stressed the need for the re- 
moval of *'the present stifling 
tolls on the Mackinac Bridge 
and praised the UP for its prog- 
ress in recovering from econom- 
ic probljems. 


Although he emphasized mat- 
ters of Upper Peninsula interest, 
Romney*s speech covered much 
the same territory as did his 
Jan. 2 message in which he 
called for fiscal réform and tax 
a c t ^ in the present législative 
aession. 


Only last Thursday Romney 
recommended a $1.15 billion 
budget for fiscal 1W7-68 and 
called for a state income tax in 
his annual budget recommenda- 
tions. 
V "I have saM before, and I 
iay again/' Romney eiApha- 
•iaed, "we will not spend more 
next year than we art willing 
to pay for in taxes."

U.S. Jets Brave 
Flak To Bomb 
Red Rail Yard 


SAIGON, South Vietnam <AP> 
—Explosions and fire, believed 
touched off by Viet Cong sabo> 
teurs did hMvy damage today 
to large sections of a huge U.S. 
Army ammunition dump near 
Saigon. 


It Was the fourth time in a 
little more than three months 
that the munitions depot at 
Long Binh 14 miles north of Sai- 
gon has been hit. 


Fourteen hours after the first 
explosion at 3:25 a.m., smoke 
still poured from many parts of 
the dump. It was still too hot 
and dangerous for U.S. Army 
demolitions experts to enter. 


In war action, U.S. B52 heavy 
bombers staged four raids over 
South Vietnam today for a sec- 
ond straight day. 


American jet bombers flew 
through intense flak Friday to 
pound a major rail yard and 
other targets north of Hanoi for 
the'fu*st time in more than two 
weeks of poor weather. 


In all, U.S. pilots flew 57 
bombing missions — about 200 
individual strikes — against the 
north. Among the forays. Navy 
fliers from three aircraft car- 
riers in the Tonkin Gulf report- 
ed damaging or destroying 16 
cargo barges and junks on the 
coast and in inland waterways. 


In South Vietnam, ground 
fighting continued on a small 
scale with the U.S. and South 
Vietnamese military commands 
reporting scattered, short en- 
gagements.

LANSIN G(AP)-Two pack- 
ages of bills, embodying a large 
portkMi of Gov. George Rom- 
ney's proposed bodget and tax 
plan, were introduced Frklay in 
the State Senate. 


Nine of the measures were 
executive budget bills provkling 
funds for operation of several 
state departments during fiscal 
1967-<8. 


Five would provide for a state 
income tax and reduce certain 
other tnxes. 


Tlie appropriations and tax 
proposals were included in Rom- 
ney's message to the Legislature 
Thursday in which he recom- 
mended a 11.15 billion budget for 
the fiscal year and enactment of 
the state's first'income tax. 


The governor is required by 
the constitution to submit to the 
Legislature a budget Ibr the en- 
suing fiscal period and to sub* 
mit general appropriations bc91 
to embody the proposed spend- 
ing. 


Past legislatures have quick- 
ly killed the governor's budget 
bills, to get around a constitu- 
tional requirement that his bills 
be acted upon before any other 
financial matter. 


Killing the bills aUowed the 
Legislature to move on to other 
money matters without having 
to wait for the results of budget 
hetringi by Houae and Santle 
•pending committees.

Since the Michigan Labor 
Mediation Board supervis­ 
ed the election at which the 
officers chose the Team­ 
sters to repi-esent them, it 
is possible the Teamsters 
will 
ask

Board to cite the City of 
Escanaba for refusing re­ 
cognition to the Teamsters. 


Through legal processes this 
could lead ultimately to the 
Michigan Supreme Court for a 
determination of the legality of 
the City’s position. 


City’s Reasons 


That position is, bric;fly: 
1 - Police should not belong 
to unions other than strictly 
fraternal organizations. 


2 - The City’s police ser­ 
geants “are true supervisors and 
should be considered as such 
with regard to union member­ 
ship.” 


The first is a conflict of in­ 
terest; the second the inclusion 
of “command officers” in union 
ranks, the city holds. 


The City’s position was made 
known to Teamsters Union Lo­ 
cal 328 représentative George 
Dunlap at a meeting in City 
Manager George Harvey’s of­ 
fice in the City Hall Friday 
afternoon. 


Following the meeting Dun­ 
lap said that he had no state­ 
ment or comment on the sub­ 
ject.

“The first obligation of the 
City administration is to the 
citizen,” the Council and man­ 
ager said. 


“Many decisions must be 
made that require a thorough 
soul searching on the part of 
the city administrators. The 
administration of the City of 
Escanaba is now faced with just 
such a decision.” 


“On Nov. 3, 1966, the Labor 
Mediation Board of the State 
of Michigan stated that our 
Police Department could be 
represented by a labor union 
composed of other than police 
personnel. Since that time a 
study has been made to deter­ 
mine all of the implications of 
this decision,” the city report­ 
ed. 


Fraternal Only 


On the basis of the study and 
“the knowledge that adminis­ 
trations must act in good faith 
in regard to both citizens and 
employe” the City reported that 
it believes the decision of the 
Labor Mediation Board on Nov. 
3, 1966, regarding Escanaba 
police in the labor union “was 
erroneous on two points.’* 


Those points were: 1 - Police 
should not belong to unions 
other than strictly fraternal or­ 
ganizations; and 2 - “Our ser­ 
geants are true supervisor and 
should be considered as such 
with regard to union member­ 
ship.” 


The statement. of the City 
continued: 


“On the basis of this con­ 
sideration we feel it necessary 
to reject recognition of any la­ 
bor union coming forward to 
speak for a local police de­ 
partment.

“It is not our intent to say 
that the Police Department 
should have no voice or formal 
organization for the purpose of 
collective bargaining.. We dd

“This decision was prompted 
by the obvious loss of control, 
division of allegiance, loss of 
management rights, and de­ 
struction of chain of command 
that would be create^ by the 
recognition of this lab^r union. 
We feel that the best interests 
of the community could not be 
served, and, in fact, would be 
placed in jeopardy if we were 
to pursue any other course of 
action.

League iBtereateA 
Albert E. Fryer, lAnling, 
League director, at the time the

Act. 379, asked that a number 
of changes be made in the bill, 
without success. 


“One of these changes was a 
request that the right of police­ 
men to join a bargaining unit 
be limited to prevent member­ 
ship in unions where there 
might be a conflict of interest,” 
Fryer said. 


For many years the Escanaba 
police officers as well as other 
city employes were represent­ 
ed by the Municipal Employes 
Union Local 68. 


In March of 1966 the polic- 
men, proceeding under Act 
379, designated the Teamsters 
Union as its agent for 
tive bargaining. The Munic; 
Emplo^ks Union intervened and 
the Labor Mediation Board or­ 
dered a hearing. 


The hearing was held in Es­ 
canaba on May 18,1966, and the 
Mediatimi board ordered an 
election to determine repre­ 
sentation for the police.

An Escanaba man' who won 
a place in the Michigan Coachec 
Hall of Fame is dead at the age 
of 60. 


Harold W. Cass, a native of 
Escanaba, died in a hospital at 
Wayne, Mich., at 8:30 p. m.

provide in our area. The State 
Department of Education, the 
Michigan Legislature and most 
everyone else have agreed that 
schooling can be improved by 
creating larger disitri<;ts. This 
is what is proposed on Monday, 
to merge three districts into 
one. and give its students the 
benefits that come from larger 
organization, with more ser­ 
vices and a broader curriculum. 


“It is suggested by some that 
the reorganization plan can be 
improved with delay and-more 
study, but it would take 8 to 5 


ye^s to implement reorganiza­ 
tion even if it is voted now, 
and delay will only mean that 
mote clisses of children will 
be denied the improved school­ 
ing that is the aim of the elec­ 
tion. 


“It is very difficult to con­ 
solidate school districts and dis­ 
rupt community relationships 
which have become famUiar 
and likeable over many years. 
But things change and the help 
that we can give our young 
people in their education should 
be the controlling factor in our 
school policy. 


“Our proposed rem'ganized 
district would still be somewhat 
short of the stMte’s goal for 
student numbers in a district, 
but it would be ever so much 
near^ to it Uian any of our 
three districts are today. Hope 
fully, it could be further ex­ 
panded in the future, but our 
children only go to schocri once 
and those who miss the bene­ 
fits that are proposed now will 
never get them again.**

The Cost To Us 


The Michigan State Chamber of Commerce works 
to remind the «tate that its economic health is impGi-t- 
•nt. 


If you’re thinking that President Johnson’s na­ 
tional budget of $135 billions will have some govenimeTit 
ipodies in it for you and your family, the Michigan 
Chamber wants you to know that it estimates that Mich­ 
igan’s share of Mr. Johnson’s budget is $6.5 billion. 


That doesn’t mean that Michigan is going to get 
that much from the federal ovemment in the year; 
that is what the federal government is going to tax 
Michigan as its share of the budget. 


The calculation of Michigan’s share of ^national 
spending is based on the Chamber’s calculation that 
Michigan’s taxpayers bear . 4.8 per cent of all federal 
taxes. (This doesn’t necessarily reflect federal taxes 
actually paid by the people of Michigan, but is a formula 
apportionment of the federal tax burden among the 
•tates.)

This federal bite into Michigan’s income for support 
of the U.S. government is 6 times what Michigan spends 
on its own state government. 


And these projections are based on the assumption 
that Congress won’t appropriate even more money than 
the President has asked, and that the budget is a reason­ 
ably accurate gauge of federal spending. If it is no more 
accurate than the earlier federal estimate for the cur­ 
rent year, however, you can add another big bundle of 
taxes for Michigan. The President’s budget is a $22.2 
billion increase over earlier estimates. 


But there’s a little comfort in this bleak financial 
picture, suggests the Chamber. ‘‘At least,” says Presi­ 
dent Harry Hall '^President Je^nson didn’t endorse the 
astounding *mythamatical’ fomula of Michigan’s Sen­ 
ator Philip Hart, who would have all increases in federal 
taxes borne by j<^inroducing industry.”

Technological University hn an 
expression of appreciation to 
Tech Resident Raymond L. 
Smith and the Board ot Control 
for the services of Laland W. 
Hooker of the Tech Itecul^ to 
Operation Action in making a 
survey of surplus wood in the 
U. P. and aiding an Operatkm 
Action tour of PadUe North­ 
west wood industries in the 
search fbr ways to improve U.

NerthwMt Sarprisa 
Hooker rep ort his surprise 
to find British Columbia, a 
land of »giant timber,” milling 
sav' logs as small as seven in­ 
ches in diMnater. The govern­ 
ment. owns 97 per cent of for­ 
est lands and has integrated 
wood industries, operating them 
as a **closed corporation” with 
only recognized operators per­ 
mitted to harvest timber. The 
result is a high-grade work 
force and high wages. 


**While the result was ad­ 
mirable,” said Hooker, ”I cer­ 
tainly wouldn’t want to see it 
brought about in the U. P. 
thrctigh increased government 
ownership and control. 


^The interests of the Upper 
Peninsula can best be served by 
finding a five enterprise coun- 
te^>art of the British Columbia 
system of sustained yield units 
and integrated working circles. 
Hooker said. 


William A. Todd of the Long­ 
year Realty Co., Marquette, re­ 


ported that the policy of the 
J. S. FoNsi Seivioe of ratum- 
ing 28 per cent of forest re­ 
ceipts to local govetnmimti is 
inadequate where forests ara 
young and yields are smpdl. He 
recommended a pooling of fed­ 
eral forest inoome so Ih^* ma­ 
ture forest areas would bolster 
the income of immature for^ 
ests. 


Todd also said that Michi­ 
gan’s' conrmiercial forest act is 
well 
conceived, but 
that as 


more and more land comes un­ 
der its tax easement the forest 
lands remaining (m the ad va­ 
lorem tax roll had to make up 
the loen of revenue. 


He proposed changes in the 
act to make the annual speci­ 
fic tax from 12 to 20 cents an 
acre on a scale related to the 
m.Ulage levied ranging from 20 
to 35 mills or more. He would 
have the conservation dept, pay 
30 cents an acre for each acre 
of land listed as commercial 
forest res«ve and replace the 
10 per cent of timber value 
severance tax with a withdraw­ 
al tax of 10 cei^ an acre for 
every year, in reserve not to 
exce^ 20 years. 


Operatton Action studies of 
forest industry aim to do some 
basic things to make the U.P.’s 
huge and growing wood re­ 
source basis for a great per­ 
petual industry: 


1, Block up ownerships so 
forests can be managed effici­ 
ently; 


2, Tax private forest lands 
equitably so they do not ex­ 
pire under govetiMnent compe­ 
tition 
(private U. P. timber 


lands paid 42 cents an acre ad 
valorem taxes averagely in 
1968, said Todd. Commercial 
foreet reserve lands paid 21.8 
cents an acre, state lands 20 
cents an acre, Ottawa Federal 
Forest lands 9.S cents an acre, 
and Hiawatiw Forest lands 8.1 
cents.) 


3, Manage and harvest tim­ 
ber more efficiently by promo­ 
ting research to develop mech­ 
anized harvesting systems; 


4, Develop multi-specie wood 
fiber markets to make possible 
integrated all-species harvest­ 
ing to help wood producers re­ 
duce costs by large volume raw 
material <H>eratiohs; 


5, To reduce wood waste, use 
a technique in which the big, 
modem Pacific Northwest mills 
are far advanced; 


8, To market “surplus’* U.P 
woods, and, 


7, To reduce exports of U.P. 
wood (mostly to Wisconsin) 
and manufacture more of it in 
the U.P.

MERRILL, Wis. — “Failure 
to put a man on the moon 
would have little effect on us 
or our posterity. Failure to 
make proper use of our land 
and its productive capacity 
could constitute the greatest 
catastrophe the world has ever 
known,” Dr. J. F. Saeman, 
chief, division wood chemistry, 
Forest 
Products 
Laboratory, 
Madison, told Trees for To­ 
morrow Camp coordinators. 


“Our 100 million tons of low 
grade wood deserves attention 
for its potential as a source of 
food. This material is about 70 
percent carbohydrate and in the 
hands of chemiists could be con­ 
verted to p^ucts useful in 
human or animal nutrition,”

to look upon our forest indus­ 
try as a sleeping giant waiting 
to be roused by proper research 
effort In Wisconsin in the 
years ahead there is ho ques­ 
tion about markets for pulp- 
wood.
